With one week of February gone 
we are reminded that gardening 
time is not far away. Irish potatoes 
will soon be in season and ready 
to put into the ground. I usually 
plant about the middle of February, 
putting the pieces rather deep. Oc 
casionally the late freezes get the 
tops, but I have got by oftener 
than I have lOBt. Sometimes I have 
saved the tops by pulling dirt over 
them when a frost was in prospect. 


A good many remedies for borers 
in fruit trees are recommended, 
but I have found fish oil soap 
^bkrnt as certain as one could ex­ 
pect to find. A little dirt should 
be dug from around the trunk of 
the tree so that this part may be 
reached as well as others. Then 
a thick solution of the soap should 
be swabbed over the limbs and 
trunk. Some poured into the trench 
around the trunk before the dirt 
is pulled back will not hurt any­ 
thing. Last year several of our 
trees were ‘badly infested 
with 
borers, but the above remedy prov­ 
ed highly effective. This soap can 
be had at drug stores.

London Omnibus 
Drivers to Pay 
for Own Vehicle 


(By the Aasocietcd Press) 
LONDON,—An innovation in the 
intricate omnibus system of Lon­ 
don soon will be inaugurated in the 
foim of masking it possible for am­ 
bitious drivers to become the abso­ 
lute owners of their buses, if cer- 
tain plans now under consideration 
materialize. 
Today most of these/ buses, which 
crawl through the narrow street* of 
London like a continuous procession 
of elephants, are owned mostly by 
one company, but a movement has 
been started recently to give ade­ 
quate reward to good drivers, it is 
sponsored by a gasoline and acces­ 
sories eompany, 
which 
hopes 
to 
make its money by supplying these 
commodities to the owner-driverm 
The plan briefly is 
this: 
The 
holder of a one-pound sterling share 
in the company pays a weekly sub­ 
scription of ten 
shillings. 
W hen 
sufficient funds have been collected 
the subscribers will draw lots, and 
the lucky driver will toe given an 
omnibus. He will be allowed also 
to choose his route through the 
city. He will then pay two pounds 
sterling a week on the purchase 
price of the omnibus until the con­ 
veyance has been icompletely® paid 
for.The plan makes it possible also 
for drivers and conductors to own 
an omnibus jointly. The ownership 
of an omnibus is considered a luc­ 
rative source of income, since it is 
estimated that one omnibus, on a 
'good 
route, 
earns approximately 
ten pounds sterling a 
day. 
This 
earning Ipower Is generally fairly 
equal throughout the year, because 
the mild winters in London permit 
passengers to ride on top every 
month of the 12.

(By tile Associated Presa) 
TORIO.— The unification of the 
!r®n and et eel industry long has 
been a subject of discussion and 
many people interested in the en­ 
terprise have been steadily working 
for the realisation of yie scheme. 
The councillors of the Iron and 
Steel Association recently passed a 
resolution advocating 
a thorough! 
unification of the industry and pre­ 
sented the resolution to the govern­ 
ment. 
After dwelling on the important 
nature of the industry for the pur­ 
pose of national defense the re­ 
solution goes on t<? say that the 
demand for iron and steel in the 
country is yearly increasing, bring­ 
ing about a proportionate increase 
in the import of these goods and 
that if their import is not confin­ 
ed to proper limits the future of 
the domestic industry will be ser­ 
iously compromised. 
As things stand at present, the 
resolution 
states, private concerns 
are engaged ip one branch or other 
of the industry and lack a thorough 
cooperation in the manufacture of 
pig iron and of steel and steel ma­ 
terials. The government steel works, 
it is pointed, out are conducted on 
a gigantic scale with the inevitable 
tendecv that the official enterprise 
is always bringing pressure to bear 
upon private efforts. 
So long as this state of affairs 
obtains no real development of the 
industry can be expected. The am­ 
algamation of private iron and steel 
making concerns will be meaning­ 
less if the government steel works j 
at Yawata is left out of account. 
For this reason the resolution urges 
the government to take this phase 
of the question into careful con­ 
sideration and to map out a funda­ 
mental plan of unification of the 
Iron and steel industry in the coun­ 
try'. so that the government • nter- 
prise and private concerns may he 
merged into a comprehensive whole.
